The report highlights four key themes that will inform the development of  

ON TO 2050: our region’s population growth has slowed due to a declining birth rate and 

continued domestic outmigration; our region is aging (as are peer regions); there are 

changing immigration patterns where Asian immigrants are the fastest growing immigrant 

group; and our region is increasingly diverse with divergent outcomes for different races and 

ethnicities.
